LATEST EDIPION 


CAPTURED BY THE MAHDL 


STANLEY AND EMIN PASHA REPORTED TO 
BE CAPTIVES OF OSMAN DIGNA. 


Their Release Conditional on the Abandon- 
ment of Suakim— Mr. Smith’s Statement 
in the House of Commons—The Maid- 
stone Election—Proceedings of the Par- 
nell Commission—Servia’s Elections. 


OCAIRO, December 14.—In the letter received 
at Suakim from Osman Digna, and which is 
supposed to have contained the announce- 
ment that Emin Pasha and a white traveller 
(probably Stanley) had fallen into the hands 
of the Mahdi were inclosed copies of a dis- 
patch from a dervish leader at Lado,to Khalifa 
Pasha, giving the date of Emin Pasua's sur- 
render as October 10, and a letter to Emin 
Pashafrom the Khedive, which the latter 
handed to Henry M. Stanley when he was at 
Oairo. It is rumored that Osman Digna in 
his letter expressed a willingness to sur- 
render Emin Pasha and his white companion, 
provided Eg would agree to abandon 
Suakim. If this proposal is not accepted it 
is believed that both captives will be killed. 

SNIDER CARTRIDGES. 

Along with his letter Osman Digna sent sev- 
eral Snider cartridges, which, he alleged, 
were taken from the white traveller. The 
Zanzibaris in Stanley’s expedition were armed 
with Snider rifles, but there were none in the 
possession of the Dervishes. 

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

LONDON, December 14.—In the House of 
Commons, this afternoon, Mr. Smith, the 
Government leader, replying to Mr. Wilfred 
Lawson, said that so far as was known to the 
Government the letter written by Osman 
Digna announces the surrender of Emin 
Pasha and a white traveler. The Government 
had no means of knowing whether these alie- 
gations were well founded. 

CO8T OF THE EGYPTIAN OCCUPATION. 

Mr. Stanhope, Minister of War, replying to 
Mr. Dilion, stated that the cost of the army of 
occupation in Egypt during the current year 
would be £110,000. This expense would be 
borne by Egypt. If the operations entailed 
further expenditures, the Government would 
consider how they should be met. The Egyp- 
tian Government had approved the sending of 
reinforcements to Suakim. 

The British Cabinet are discussing the situa- 
tion. 


THE MAIDSTONE ELECTION. 


Liberals Trying to Win a Seat From the 
Tories. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatcn. 

LonDON, December 14.—The polling is pro- 
ceeding to-day at Maidstone; where the Lib- 
erals are making an attempt to wim a seat 
from the Tories who are unfortunate, inas- 
much as their majority there at the last elec- 
tion, as also at Colchester, where a contest 
will take place next week, was very small. 
At present not a single Liberal is returned for 
Kent. The Tories always win a large number 
of votes in this county by promising protec- 
tion to the imported hop growing industry 
there, it having declined considerably of late 
years. The Tory canaidate at Cornwall is a 
popular young man, % years old, owning a 
large estate near Maidstone. The 
Liberal, Mr. Barker, is the larg- 
est dry goods dealer in the western 
suburbs of London, Whitely only excepted. 
Since the present contest began many of Bar- 
ker’scustomersin the fashionable neighbor- 
hood of Kensington haye informed him that 
they shall decline to trade with him in future. 
The result of the election is feverishly 
awaited. 


THE SHEEHY REPORT. 

The Government intended to move thé re- 
jection of the report of the Sheehy Commit- 
tee, but after hearing the opinion of certain 
members of their own side decided not to ask 
the House to express its opinion. Constable 
Jeremiah Sullivan thus escapes. 

WORTH INVESTIGATING. 

Some of the trade guilds of the city of Lon- 
don have disposed of their estates in Ireland 
to strangers, who have introduced new rules 
of conduct towards the tenants. As these es- 
tates were granted by public charter on cer- 
tain conditions, Thomas Lee, the Irish Lib- 
eral-Unionist, intends to bring the matter be- 
fore Parliament at the next session. 

THE WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS’ SPLIT. 

The split among the woman’s suffrage ad- 
vocates, nominally on a technical detail, is 
really because of deep-seated differences on 
current politics. Mrs. Fawcett, who set the 
example of secession, made speeches 
daily in the interest of the Tory 
candidate at the late Halborn 
election. Her avowed reason was that women 
had more reason to expect suffrage from the 
Tories than from the Liberals. Salisbury’s 
reference to the subject at Edinburgh tends to 
confirm this. Among the secessionists are 
Mrs. Fawcett, widow of the late Postmaster- 
General, Miss Cobbe of anti-vivisection fame 
and Miss Becker. Among those who remain 
are Mrs. Chant and Mrs. Ashton Duke. 

THE ELEOTRIC-LIGHT LITIGATION. 

Justices Cotton, Lindley and Bowen, after 
arguments on the appeal against the decision 
of Justice Kay in the Edison-Swan electric- 
light patent suit, reserved judgment. 


England. 
THE PARNELL COMMIS6ION. 

LONDON, December 14.—At the sitting of 
the Parnell Commission to-day, Attorney 
General Webster, counsel for the Times, re- 
quested that the Court should sit on Tues- 
day next, in order that he might be enabled 
to make an application as to what course 
the Court would pursue respecting Mr. 
Wm. O’Brien and an article which had ap- 
peared in his paper, the United Ireland, in 
which it was stated that the time has ar- 
rived for plain speaking in regard to the for- 
geries commission. We do not Intend to wait 
until the forger allows us to speak. Wedo 
not care two pence for the ‘opinion of three 
judges who were especially selected in the 
teeth of a justly indignant Liberal protest, by 
the forger’s friends and accomplices.’’ 

HANNEN DISGUSTED. 

Presiding Justice Hannen indicated that the 
court had arranged to adjourn to-day. He 
added that if he could he would instantly re- 
linguish his esat in the commission, but he 
had a duty before him which it was impossible 


to w. = OTHER COMPLAINT. 
Mr. Reid, of counsel for the Parneilites, 
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when they returned Justice Hannen announced 
that they had decided that an affidavit 
reciting the utterances of Mr. O’Brien 
and his paper must be immediately filed, and 
that Mr. O’Brien must appear before the com- 
mission at 10 o’clock to-morrow. They had 
also decided that a notice must be served 
upon the Warden of Merton College ordering 
him to attend the first meeting of the new sit- 
ting in January. 
O’ CONNOR CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Thomas O’Connor, who testified on the 
fourth instant concerning the alleged doings 
ofthe inner circle of the League, was re- 
called and cross-examined by Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, for the Parnellites. O'Connor adhered 
tothe statement that he had received £7 in 
payment for moonlighting. The money was 
£1 notes and two of them were cashed by the 
National Bank. He had decided, he said, to 
give evidence simply with the object of putt- 
ing an end to the“ hell upon earth’’in Ireland. 

THE WITNESS’ ADMISSION. 

Sir Charles Russell asked: Were you 
asked in order to criminate the Parnellites, to 
tell queer things?’’ Witness evaded the ques- 
tion, but Sir Charles pressed him hard, re- 
marking that he used the term ‘‘queer 
things“ advisedly. Witness at last admitted 
that a Mr. Waiker, in behalf ofthe Times, had 
strongly urged him to give evidence. 

TO MAKE A FEW POUNDS. 

Sir Charles Russell here produced a letter 
and handed it to witness, who admitted that 
he wrote it. It was addressed to his brother 
and said that he (witness) had got himself 
summoned by the Times, thinking he could 
make a few pounds, but he found that he could 
not unless he would swear to ‘‘queer things.’’ 
On the redirect examination the witness, in 
reply to Attorney General Webster, said that 
since he first gave evidence his family had tel- 
égraphed to him to the effect that they would 
die of shame unless, when he was cross-ex- 
amined, he denied the evidence he had already 
given before the court.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


A LIVELY DISCUSSION ON THE NICARAGUA 
CANAL BILL IN THE HOUSE 


Judge Daly of New York Criticises Members 
of the House—The Senate Tariff Bill—A 
Call for Reports of National Banks—The 
Indian Post Traderships — Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 14.—A lively 


discussion arose inthe House this afternoon, 
based on an article in a New York paper, 
declaring * there were t wo 
elements un against the Nicaragua 
Canal bill—the agents of the Pacific Railroads 
and the attorneys of the Panama Canal—con- 
taining an interview with Judge Daly 
on the subject and intimating that the 
gentiemen (naming them) who offered 
amendments to the pill did 80 
for the purpose of defeating the 
measure. Messrs. Wilson, Bland 
(of Missouri), Cobb (of Alabama), 


and Spinola of New York indignantly denied 
being influenced in their action in offering 
amendments by any purpose except a desire 
to perfect the measure and the latter referred 
to Judge Daly as a man who since bis 
retirement from the bench had been con- 
nected with breezy enterprises. mr. Cox of 
New York paid a warm eulogyto Judge Daly’s 
integrity, and in an emphatic manner denied 
the charge that he was a lobbyist. 


The Chippewa Indian Lands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December l4.—The 
Conference Committee on the bill For the 
Relief and Civilization of the Chippewa Indians 
in the State of Minnesota,’’ met to-day 


and came to an agreement respecting the dif- 
ferences of the two houses on the bill. The 
bill provides forthe appointmentof a com- 
mission of three members to nego- 
tiate with allthe different tribes and bands 
of Chippewa Indians in Minnesota, for the 
cession of all the reservations in 
that State except the Red Lake and 
White Earth Reservations, and so much 
of them as are not required to fill 
the allotments required this and 
existing acts. The inserted 
a provision in the requiring 
any agreement made with the Indians to be 
submitted to Congress for ratification. The 
conferees agreed to modify this by sub- 
mitting the agreement to the President 
of the United States for his approval. If this 
act shoula be carried into effect it will add 
about three million acres to the public 
domain. 


The Indian Post Traderships. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 14. — The 
Senate Special Committee on Indian Trad- 
ers and Traderships, met this morning and 
had before them Indian Commissioner Oberly, 


who Informed the committee that the regula- 
tions of his office had been changed so as to 
permit Indians under certain conditions to 
establish their own trading posts. The com- 
mittee, after a conference of an hour or more 
with him, asked the Commissioner to pro- 
duce full copies of the regulation at the next 
meeting. othing was said about the post- 
tradership troubles which have been under 
investigation.

masses. Successes, however, are as rare as 
the songs are numerous, and there are few 
writers among the thousands who attempt it 
that over make more than one or two such 
hite in a lifetime, while of those few there are 
fewer still whoever derive any great finan- 
cial benefit from their work. 
IN POPULAR SONG-WRITING, 

as if every other occupation, aman is worth 
little or nothing till he acquires a reputation, 
and that he cannot acquire until one of his 
songs has achieved a great success. To se- 
eure the publication of that very song he 
has probably had to sell it for almost noth- 
ing and perhaps he may never write another 
that will attract any attention whatever. 80 
that, though he may receive fair prices for 
two or three of his subsequent efforts, yet the 
publishers soon find that he has written him- 
geit out and refuse to publish his productions. 

Formerly the prices paid to authors 
were better than they are now, the 
competition not being so great either 
among publishers or composers. A few 
years ago the price usually paid for a 
song of three verses, with chorus, even if it 
was considered just barely good enough to be 
worth publishing at all, was $15, but now for 
such a song not more than 7 or $8 would be 
paid. Popular songs, as a rule, now have but 
two verses instead of three, as formerly, the 
publishers having found that the third verse 
is seldom or never sung. 

MEN WHO HAVE A GREAT REPUTATION 

as song writers can command $100 to $200 per 
song, but they generally prefer to retain an 
interest in their productions rather than to 
sell them outright. They arrange with some 
publisher to pay them a royalty ot so many 
cents upon every copy oftheir songs that he 
sells, and in this way some of them 
derive a handsome income from their 
work. The percentage of profit to 
publishers upon the sale of 
songs is very great. Those which retail for 36, 
#0 and even 80 cents per copy would yield a 
profit if sold at 5 cents, and hence to @ popu- 
lar and well-known writer whose songs can- 
not fail to have a large sale the publisher can 
well afford to give a very excellent royalty. 

There are two different kinds of successes 
which a popular song can achieve. It may 
spring at once into general favor and become 
do widely known that itis whistled by every 
street gamin. Then it soon becomes so bhack- 
neyed that people tire of it and ite sale ceases 
as suddenly as it began. But, on the con- 
trary, it may be ofa little more meritorious 
quality and may not 60 quickly catch the ear. 
Its popularity is then of a slower growth, but 
ia all the more lasting for that reason, and 
when once firmly established as

it may continue to enjoy a ray | profitable 
sale for years, 60 that in the end! is far more 
advantageous to both ite author and pub- 
lisher than one of those songs of which many 
thousands of copies are sold in a few weeks or 
months, but which are then completely for- 
tten.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


How They Have Changed the Rules About 
Leaning Money. 


The popularity and successful opera- 
tion of building associations in this city 
ahd their steady growth has proven 
the most active medium of competi- 
tion which the small local money 
lender has yet been called upon to contend 
against. By means of these financial institu- 
tion the custom of getting from 8 to 10 
per cent per annum interest or upon 
bullding loans ranging from $1,000 to $5,000— 
the prevailing rates which ruled here up to 
three years ago—has been practically done 
away with, and since money has been more 
cheaply obtained there has been a wonderful 
increase in the number as well as inthe ar- 
chitectural character of home improvements 
that have been erected. Formerly the strong- 
est obligations were demanded and enforced 
against mall borrowers, so that loans of that 
class were only undertaken asa rule by them 
when assurance to meet the payments could 
be made doubly sure. Hence home bullding 
was reduced to the minimum, as under the 
previous conditions only a comparatively few 
persons would undertake obligations that 
jeopardized the safety of their ali. But with 
the advent of building associations a 
more liberal power was inaugurated, and 
the advantages that these organizations 
afford has compelled more generosity ou the 
part of men who are anxious to piace a few 
thousand doliars where it will earn some- 
thing. The evidence of this is afforded not 
only in the very substantial reduction of the 
interest rate to from 5 to7 cent, but also 
in the manner of paying off the loan. Hereto- 
fore the last cent of interest was de- 
manded, without rebate, for the full term

About Two Thousand Young People Who 
Win An Education at These Splendid In-

LMOST two thou- 
sand young peo-” 
ple in this city, 
who have the 
taste for learn- 
ing, but whom 
necessity re- 
strains from the 
usual methods of 
obtaining an ed- 
ucation, take the 
opportunities ex - 
tended by the 
splendid system 
of night schools 
organized and 
operated by the 


86. Louis School Board. The nicht schools, 
as far as they go, and that is far enough for 
the ordinary purposes of a business lite, are 
almost perfect. They teach boys and girls, 
who are just budding into manhood and 
womanhood, how to read well; how to write 
and spell well; how to speak the English 
correctly, and also something 
of figures and their application 
to commercial wants and necessities. The 
teachers, some thirty-five of them, are among 
the very best of teachers in the public schools, 
and, as they are fairly well remunerated for 
their services, they take an interest in their 
work and give no cause for complaint from 
either their pupils or from the directors. The 


salaries of 
THE TEACHERS 

range from . 88 per night for the principals 
down to $2.16% per night for the assistants. 
The night school season embraces sixty nights 
during the winter months, from the second 
Monday in October to March, and the nightly 
sessions consist of two hours each, from 7 
p. m. to9o’olock, The night schools them- 
selves consist of four polytechnic 
schools, three preparatory schools and 
one school for colored pupils. The course of 
study for the night schools, which was adopt- 
ed in the year 1884, and which has been main- 
tained ever since, is as follows: 

In the polytechnic schools—First year: Arith- 
metic, English language or natural philoso- 
phy, drawing or book-keeping. Second year: 
Arithmetic, English language or natural pbil- 
osophy,drawing or book-keeping. Third year: 
Algebra, natural philosophy, drawing or 
book-keeping. Fourth year: Geometry, nat- 
ural philosophy, drawing or book-keeping. 
Thus the commercial course consists of En- 


giish language, arithmetic and book-keeping, 
and the mechanical course consists of arith- 
metic, algebra, geometry, natural philosophy 
and drawing. 

On pupils who pass successful examinations 
diplomas are conferred. They are made ofa 
fine quality of M parchment, and indi- 
cate thatthe recipient has successfully been 
through either of the above courses and is 
fitted for occupation such as an intelligent 
study of these branches would enable one to 
properly fll. A condition of the conference of 
the diploma, however, is that the pupil shall 
have attended the polytechnic evening school 
for at least two consecutive years and has 
been regular and punctual in attendance. 

There is some real, objective and immediate 
good to be derived from the winning of one of 
these diplomas, too, for every person who 
possesses one is thereby entitled to a life 
membership in the Public Library, the same 
being offered as an ipducementto students to 
persevere in their work by the Library Board. 

Three of the polytechnic schools have pre- 
paratory departments into which ohildren 
over 12 years of age are received and are 
taught to read, write and figure. When suf- 
ficiently advanced in these lower studies they 
ure promoted to the polytechnic schools 
proper, where they take up one of the two 
prescribed courses. The greatest of care is 
exercised by the examining board in the 
granting of diplomas. The latter are sup- 
posed to represent fully what they purport, 
and that is that the holders have gained a 
thorough knowledge of the subjects desig- 
nated and have acquired skillinthe applica- 


ALL CLASSES. 

As might be supposed the majority of tbe 
young people in attendance af the night 
schools are drawn from the working classes of 
society. A few of the statistics connected with 
the pupils at the night schools may not prove 
void of interest, and they are herewith given. 
The total number of puplis is nearly 2,000, in- 
clusive of boys and girls. These are drawn 
from young men and girls who work at nearly 
every trade imaginable, and are engaged in an 
almost endless variety of occupations. The 
superintendent of the public schools, Mr. 
Long, has made up a tabuluted list of these to 
incorporate in hie annual report to the 
board. The attendance at the schools 
this year has been atrifie larger than it was 
last season but not to any appreciable extent. 
The figures given, therefore, are sufficiently 
accurate for all practical purposes. Of the 
pupils at the night schools, are clerks, 145 
are laborers, 12¥ are factory boys, 92 are office 
boys, 57. are store boys and 80 are printers. 
Mr. Long has them all arranged in an alpha- 
betical list and a drait on the list may be par- 
doned, so here it is: Apprentices, 8; bakers, 
15; barbers, 2; barkeepers, 9; biack- 
emiths, 12; bookbinders, 14; boxmakers, 
9; bricklayers, 14; brushmakers, 2; 
butchers, 7; Cabinetmakers, 14; candy-

MUSHROOM CULTURE. 


What Industry and Care Will Produce With 
This Vegetable. 


From the Boston Herald. 
The growing of mushroems under cover is 


quite a passion with many persons, and one 
occasionally hears of amusing experiences 
among suburban householders, who have 
read some elementary work upon the subject, 
plunged enthusiastically into the making of 


beds, anu the laying down. of spawn, and all 
to no purpose. On paper there is nothing 
easier than the raising of delicious mush- 
rooms in a corner of the cellar, but the peo- 
portion of those who 3 succe is 
comparatively small. Yet the business is not 
dificult when once the entire subject is mas- 
tered, and the peculiarities of the mushroom, 
‘ite wants and its — 2 perseveringly studied. 
It may be made really remunerative. An in- 
stance occurred last year within four miles 
of Charin-croses, London. 4 gardener peti- 
tioned his master to grant him the use of a 
small tool-house that stood empty near the 
stable. He wanted to grow mushrooms. Per- 
mission was given on condition that 
the table of the house should be 
supplied with produce, ifthere wasany. The 
efforts of the gardener were at first watched 
with skepticism. The tool-house was by him 
treated with all the sanctity of atemple. The 
most ingenious means were employed for 
regulating the temperature, the light, the 
darkness, the air. There were blinds here 
and blinds there, apertures in sundry places, 
arrangements with strings and pulleys. 
The gardener coaxed his mushrooms as a 
mother her child. He petted them, shielded 
them, and, in a word, ut all his 
heart into this occupation of his leisure 
hours. The experiment was a triumphant 
success; the table was well supplied with 
mushrooms of the finest description, and the 
gardener made £50 in the course of twelve 
months. It will be perceived that he was a 
skilled and experienced hand—an expert—at 
the work, and knew how to produce quality 
as well as quantity. Artificial cultare like 
this can be carried on regardless of weather, 
and that is an important consideration ina 
treacherous c!iimate. Theancertainty arising 
from this often prevents English agricultural- 
ists from turning their attention to the culti- 
vation of musbrooms. We have known it 
nevertheless done with profit, says the News. 
Near the Malvern Hills there used to be a 20 
acre bit of old pasture that had become noth- 
ing better than a furze brake. The owner 
took it into his head to have it cleared, and, 
noticing a few mushrooms of the common 
sort growing wild, conceived the idea 
of systematically growing them. The 
herbage was grazed down, a supply of 
spawn procured, and laid down in Feb 

ruary. On the 20th of Jane the crop began to 
show. The mushrooms became established 
onde forall. There have been good years and 
bad. The first year was the best. The field 
produced two tons of mushrooms, and there 
was one individual specimen that measured 
thirteen inches across and weighed one and 
three-fourth pound. One year the income 
from the sales from this one field was £200. 
Mushrooms have their enemies, like other 
things. The rooks sometimes do much harm 
by ＋ ny | fora grub at the roots, and the 
slugs use the long grass as a scaling ladder b 

which to climb tothe fleshy head of the m us 

room, whieh they eat. We may warn the am- 
ateur cultivator of mushrooms ina small way 
not to expect rewards of great magnitude. 
But some return he may, with proper care, se- 
cure. Andthe main point to remember is 
that musbrooms may be grown all the year 
round—winter as wellassummer. An empty 
stall in a stable or cow-house is a capital place 
for the purpose. Any shed may be used, pro- 
vided the floor is dry and the structure 
weather proof, and, it may be added, without 
entering into details as tothe stuff of which 
the beds should be made, that the cultivator 
must understand that all labor will be lost if 
the bed be faulty. 


Does Excitement Shorten Life? 


From the Scientific American. 
Whoever has studied man’s earthly tenure 
and the causes which tend to lengthen or 


ourtail it, will have scarcely failed to notice 
how contradictory is the evidence of those we 
naturally look to to pice them, and that 
their evidence, even when they agree, does 
not always accord with what would seem to be 
the facts as | appear around us. One author- 
ity says genera! physical development is neces- 
sary to prolong life, while another insists this 
is not required if the day’s employment does 
not call for physical exertion. Dr. D. B. Rich- 
ardson, an eminent English authority, de- 
clares among many obvious though scarcely 
novel, propositions, that everything that 
quickens the action of the heart, any kind of 
excitement, taxes and reduces the storuge of 
life. If this were said of those naturally 
feeble or inberiting disease, or even of those 
leading sedentary lives and living from 
day to day without the invigorating ben- 
efits of fresh air and exercise, it would 
seem reasonable, for one does not have to be 
askiliful physiologist to know that excite- 
ment affects the nerves as well as the heart. 
Butistne statement strictly true when re- 
ferring, as here, tothe entire human family? 
Surely soldiers engaged in actual warfare, 
and sailors in peace, as well as war, live 
among excitement, besides being notoriously 
addicted to indulgences as to drinking and 
smoking, yet are they long-lived? Statistics 
show it and observations corroborate them. 
The pension list of the British army, giving 
the ages of the beneficiaries, men who have 
served in all climates for from twenty to forty

A MONSTER STEAMER. 


The New Inman Steamer City of Paris That 
Is Being Built. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Messrs. James & George Thompson launched 
from thelr ship building yard at Olydebank, 
Scotiand, October 23, the second of two At- 
lantic passenger steamers built by them for 
the Inman & International Steamship Co. The 
first vessel completed was the City of New 
York, and the ship last put into the water is 


named the City of Paris. Both are identical 
in every respect. As the Great Eastern is be- 
ing demolished, these Inman liners occu- 
py the position of the W ves- 
sels afloat, their tonnage of 10,500 tons 
bein over 2,000 tons greater than any mer- 
chant vessel now in service. The dimensions 
of the City of Paris are as follows: Length on 
water line r all over, feet; 
breadth, feet; depth, moulded, 42 feet. 
To illustrate the enormous size, it may ve 
mentioned that the pieces of steel used in- 
construction numbered 30,000, weighing 7,000 
tons; wood, 120,000 cuble feet, weighing 1,300 
tons,“ and that the square feet on each deck 
amounts to 27,000; on five decks and 
onthe inner of the double bottom 160,000. 
The space on these decks is largely 
utilized in providing for e acoom - 
modation being arranged for about 2,600. The 
top deck is principally for romenading, 
something like 18 feet being left on either 
side, from stem to stern, for walking and sit- 
ting. On this deck are the drawing-room, the 
library, and several suits of rooms with every 
convenience, so that families, if so disposed, 
may live entirely within doors during the 
whole voyage. The second-class smoking 
room is also on the promenade deck aft. On 
the upper deck free space is left on either 
side. On this level the ne al room in the 

is situated—the dining saloon, the roof of 
which isintheform of an arch, 20 feet high, 
88 feet long, and of 23 feet span. There are 
alcoves ranged on both sides of the arch, the 
accommodation provided being for 300. This 
— is most elegantly finished, light, 
cheery colors prevailing. 

On one ‘‘gabie’’ of the arch there is an 
organ loft with organ, and on the other an 
orlel window looking out from the drawing- 
room. The first-class smoking-room is aft on 
the same deck. It is an apartment 4 feet 
jong and 27 feet broad. be second-class 
dining saloon is also on the upper deck. It is 
27 feet long and 40 feet broad and can seat 150 
passengers. The private apartments are sit- 
uated on four decks and are all within 155 fcet 
of the center ofthe ship. In all, nearly 700 
first-class passengers have been provided for. 
About 500 second-class and a large number of 
emigrants can be accommodated on the 
lower deck. The vessel will be propelled by 
twin screws and in this respect is different 
from all high speed Atlantic steamers at 
present afloat. There being two separate 
engines the probability of the ship being 
brought to a standstill by the machinery giv- 
ing way is obviated. The engines are of the 
three-crank, triple-expansion type, and are 
designed to indicate 18,000 horse wer. 
The diameter of the cylinder is: High 
pressure, 45 inches; intermediate, 71 
inches, and low pressure, 118 inches, 
the stroke being 80 inches. There is 
on the high pressure be eager one piston 
valve, on the intermediate two, and on 
the low pressure cylinder four. In every re- 
spect the engines and the auxiliary machinery 
are of modern design, innovations being 
introduced in many instances as the 
result of the firm’s experience in designing 
and building high-speed engines for war- 
ships. The boilers which supply the steam 
are nine in number, built of steel. They are 
each 154% feet in diameter and 19 feet long and 
and work to a pressure of 150 pounds. Forced 
draught on the closed stokehole system is 
adopted. There are six furnaces in each 
boiler, the diameter beibgs feet Il inches and 
the fire grate area 1.28 feet. The tubes are 
7 feet long and 2% inches diameter, and the 
heating surface 50,265 feet. The boilers 
are in three separate water-tight com- 
ee divided dy transverse bulk 

eads,and the two sets of engines are separated 
by a longitundmal bulkhead. In this way a 
collision will not incapacitate the propelling 
power of the vessel for only two at most of 
the compartments could be filled. 

The principal of division has been more 
fully developed than in any other passenger 
steamers, as the bulkheads are carried to the 
upper deck without a door in them, so that, 
should a collision occar, the ship is at once in 
a position to take full advantage of her subdi- 
vision. There are fifteen separate main water 
— compartments, mostof which are again 
sub-divided into small spaces. None of these 
main compartments exceed 35 feet long, and 
the quantity of water they will contain to 
waterline is equal to 1,250 tons. In addition, 
the vessel has double bottoms, the interven- 
ing space being available for water ballast for 
trimming the ship. Lifeboats are carried to 
accommodate every soul on bo The aux- 
iliary engines number in all thirty-seven. 
The engines for hoisting cargoes in and out of 
the vessels are worked by hydraulic power. 
For many other purposes ‘‘lifts’’ have been 

rovided. Hydraulic power is also requisi- 
ioned to work the steering gear. There are 
in all ten hydraulic lift and thirteen hydraulic 
derricks. he ship will be lighted by electric- 
ity. In all there are over 1,000 lamps and a 
powerful search light. The rudder is a speci- 
ality, being a patent of the firm, and adds 
greatly tothe efficiency of the vessel should 
she be commissioned as an armed cruiser; 
owing tothe improved D — 
In this connection it may be stated that the 
vessel’sdecks have been specially strengh- 
enad for carrying guns, so that, in all re- 
epects, she will make an efficient armed 
cruiser.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT BONNE TERRE, 


Business Blocks Burned—Tenement Houses 
Destroyed—To-Day’s Fires.

BONNE TERRE, Mo., December 14.—A de- 
structive fire occurred here at about 40’clock 
this morning, resulting in the entire destruc-

HARRISON’S TRIALS. 

Both parties in Congress agree that they 
are confronted by an enormous surplus 
attesting an overtaxation which must be 
reduced. But it is not what Congress will 
do for the relief of the country, for the 
settlement of the Pacific Railroad ques- 
tion, for the recovery of unearned land- 
grants, for the protection of the publio 
from trusts, or in any other weighty mat- 
ter of legislation; itis what Harrison is 
going to do with the Cabinet positions and 
subsequently with the other appoint- 
ments that is now filling the newspapers 
with gossip, rumors, speculations and in- 
terviews. 

The spoils question, the distribution of 
the offices among the followers and friends 
of the various party leaders and aspirants, 
seems to take precedence of every public 
interest involved ina change of admin- 
istration. Yet less than one in a hun- 
dred of the voters of this country are per- 
sonally affected by the distribution of the

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SHERMAN ON TRUSTS. 

No living Senator has formulated 
sounder principles of legislation or posed 
oftener as the defender of such principles 
than JOHN SHERMAN. But no principle 
has ever hampered him when a personal 
or party exigency seemed to suggest a 
flop. 

During the canvass he denounced trusts, 
denied that protection was for trade com- 
binations to put up prices, and deolared 
that all such combinations ‘‘ought to be 
met by a reduction of duty.” But as soon 
as the Senate took up its tariff bill Mr. 
SHERMAN backed down from these doo- 
trines. 8 

PLUMB of Kansas offered an amend- 
ment reducing the present duty of $28 a 
ton on steel and iron beams, girders and 
other structural forms to $17.92 instead of 
$24.64 as proposed by the Senate substi- 
tute. PLuMB showed that any higher 
protection than that proposed by him 
would enable the structural iron and steel 
combine to fix prices at extortionate 
rates and keep competition crushed 
as has been done already with such im- 
mense profit to CARNEGIE and other mem- 
bers of the combine. Whereupon AL- 
DRICH gave notice that any such reduction 
would be the death of the Senate’s bill. Its 
friends would stand no such attack on 
trusts and combinations to put up prices. 

Instead of standing by his own princi- 
ples and supporting PLUMB’s motion, 
Senator SHERMAN coolly flopped. Instead 
of holding that ‘‘combinations may and 
ought to be met by a reduction of duty,’’ 
he coolly asserted that the best way to 
crush them was by giving them more 
power and more protection. This, he said, 
would encourage others to enter the busi- 
ness until competition put down prices. 

The idea of encouraging competition by 
protecting and aiding combinations 
formed for the purpose of crushing and 
absorbing competition is not only absurd 
in the light of current history, but it adds 
another startling self-contradiction tothe 
long list in Senator SHERW)N’S political 
record.

Harrison’s Lineage. 
From the Chicago Tribune (Rep.). 

Gen. Harrison writes to a correspondent 
who made an inquiry as to bis family history 
that be has pever studied it, but that relatives 
have told him that the earliest known ancestor 
is Maj. Gen. Thomas Harrison, one of the 
‘-regicides’’ or King-külers. It was stated in 
the Tribune some months ago that this pedi- 
gree was imoorrect, and that the Harrisons 
who fought at Tippecanoe, the Thames in 
Canada, and Atlanta, were not the descend- 
ants of the Harrison who fought at Marston 
Moor and Worcester. The lineage of Gen. 
Harrison can be traced without difficulty from 
Benjamin Harrison, who was granted 200 acres 
of land in whatis now Isle of Wight County, 
Virginia, as early as 1685. This Harrison was 
a farmer, his immediate descendants being 
planters and traders. They were of that hon- 
est English stock which formed the backbone 
ofacolony which owed more to plain John 
Smith than to all the so-called Cavaliers tnat 
ever settled there. As Maj.-Gen. Thomas Har- 
rison was executed in 1660 by the Royalists it 
is easy to see that the Virginia Harrisons can- 
not be credited to him.

A VERY SICK ASSOCIATION 


WHICH THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 
IS TRYING TO IMPROVE. . 


The Obligations Meaningless, the Rules 
Collecting Fees Faulty, the Treasury 
Empty and Expenses Running On—Claims 
of the Southeast on the New Governeor— 
Sheriff Pohiman’s Bend—Local Politics. 


COMMITTEE ap- 
pointed on mo- 
tion of W. P. 
Macklin at the 
request of Wal- 
ter Martin is 


working on the 


revision of the 
constitution of 
the Hendricks 
Association in 
the hope of mak- 
ing amendments 
which will avert 
the threatened 
dissolution. The 
recent workings 


| of the association show that the present con- 


stitution is sadly defective. It 
has not yet been decided what changes 
will be made. Another meeting of the com- 
mittee will probably be held on Sunday in 
order toprepare a report for the regular 
meeting on Monday evening. 

Among the objects of 
as the constitution now reads is 
one ‘*to promote harmony and 
to advance the interests of the individual 
members of this association.’’ In this same 
connection there is an obligation which de- 
fines more distinctly how this object shall be 
accomplished. Sec. 1 of Art, 6. of the 
by-laws ‘says that a member convicted 
of supporting any other than the 


Democratic ticket at any national, state or 
municipal election may be fined or expelled. 
the same article provides 
member elected 
pointed to any office or 
state, national or municipal, who appoints, 
confirms or assists in the appointiaent, elec- 
tion or confirmation of other than Democrats 
shall be liable to the same punishments. See- 
tion 8 of the article goes further and provides 
that it is a violation of obligation 
for any member of the Hendricks 48 
sociation to oppose ane member of 
the association in his political aspirations ex- 
cept in cases where there are two fellow mem- 
bers candidates for the same place. It fur- 
thermore protects the good name of a 
member by providing a punishment for the 
misrepresentation, villification or abuse of a 
ö by any other member of the associa- 
on. | 

These have long since been found ineffective 
provisions. Committeeman Macklin is one of 
the members who has had reason to know that 
these sections do not mean anything to the 
members who have taken the obligation. 
He proposed only ashort time ner to nang 
Circuit Clerk Zepp on a charge of having vio- 
lated his obligation to thé Hendricks As- 
sociation by refusing to appoint to his 
office a fellow-member who olaimed that 
he bad an ante-election promise of a place in 
the Circuit Clerk’s office. The move was de- 
feated by a vote of the association and since 
then several members have favored the repeal 
of the meaningless section. 

Another provision requires thatany member 
in default to the association for dues or fines 
equal to dues for one year shall be Mable 
to expulsion, but it is first necessary 
to give a delinquent thirty days’ notice. 
This notice must be of recordin the Associa- 
tion. It is owing to this provision that the 
finances are in such a bad condition as at 

resent. There is no money in the treasury. 

he ineome amounts to less than 
$100 a month, while the single item 
of rent amounts to $50 per month. 
When it was discovered that the association 
was in such a bad way the members who sug- 
gested expulsion of delinquents found 
that this could not be done with- 
out due notice, he oe

Claims of the Southeast. 


Superintendent of Insurance Carr is not by 
any means certain of reappointment py 
Gov. Francis. Several delegations have re- 
cently waited on the Governor - elect 
to present the claims of Mesers. Banton 
and Williams. The demands of the Southeast 
were recently suggested, when a practical 


politician demurred to the validity of the 
claims of that section and showed es to 
bear out his argument. He said: 

Southeast Missouri wants the earth politi- 
cally. This ciaim has been based on the de. 
lusion that it is the Democratic keystiune of 
the State. At the last election the twenty- 
three counties of Southeast Missouri increased. 
their total vote 11,000, and decreased their 
Democratic majority, as compared with the 
vote of 1884,2,800. It polled at this elec- 
tion a tenth of the total vote of the State, and 
contributed 10 per cent to the decreased 
Democratic majority. These 
ties polled 40, votes in 188, 
51,700 in 1888. The Democratic wajority 
in these counties in 1884 was 11,500 and 8,700 in 
1888. It has received more patronage, both 
State and National, than any other portion of 
the State in proportion to population, and 
one-third more than it is entitied to by reason 
of its Democrat majority and vote.

BARNUM’S SOLD TO-DAY. 


His Plan to Make the Property Pay—History 
of the Famous Old Hotel. 


The.report that Thos. 8. Noonan had pur- 
chased the old Barnum Hotel property for 
$45,000, published a few days since in the Post- 
DISPATCH, was confirmed this morning by 
Mr. Noonan, who was then on his way to the 
Court- house to have the deed recorded. 
This property was for many years the 
most famous hostelry in the whole 


Western country, but its prestige steadily de- 
clined from the close of the civil war period 
until four or five years ago, when the house 
was finally closed asa place of entertainment 
owing mainly to the fact that its location had 
ceased to be suitable fora first-class hotel a 
long time previous. 

The ground originally belon to Gabriel 
Paul who erected the first building on the site 
which was known in those days, away back 
in the fortics, as the Paul House. The lot 
fronts 102 feet on Second street and 146 on 
Walnut. George R. Taylor, whose heirs: 
Walter C. George, Theresa, and Agnes Tay- 
lor, soavers= the poupare to Mr. Noonan, 
married a daughter of Gabriel Paul. ollow- 
ing the death of Mr. Paul there was a partition 
sale of the premises by which Geo. R. Taylor 
acquired the other interests, which his wife 
d d not inherit, and became sole owner of the 
property. He did this in 1848 and shortly at- 
terwards tore away the old Paul House and 
erected Barnum’s Hotel, seven stories high, 
as it now stands.

JACK, THE RIPPER. 


New York’s Society of Medical Jurisprudence 
Discuss His Murders. 


NEw Tonk, December l4.—The Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence discussed the White- 
chapel murders last evening with the result, 
so far as evidenced by the talk, of concluding 
that Jack, the Ripper, is of sound mind. 
Lawyer Austin Abbott read a paper which 
set forth that there are barbarous in- 
stincte in man preserved with remarkable 


persistence by the laws of heredity, from un- 
civilized ancestry. ‘‘The crimes show, ** sald 
Mr. Abbott, ‘‘a hand accustomed to rupid 
work, to expert celerity. Now, these qualities 
imply a considerable mental development on 
the part of the murderer. The chief source of 
error in the investigation of lunacy is the 
tendency of medical experts to infer disease 
from the nature of the cr me itself. The White - 
chapel murderer has not been —— and his 
condition cannot therefore be diagnosed. 
While admitting the possibility of insanity it 
is well to consider the influence of hered- 
it upon men or the persistence 
7 the barbarous disposition. The 
survival in civilized life of savage traits is not 
entirely outgrown. These slaushters are 
wholly within the lines of the habitual con- 
duct of barbarous ancestors, indulged 
for the leasurable sermeations of 
witnessing uman torture. As we 
view the ersistence or survival of 
the laws of bloodshed and mutilation the 
Whitechapel murderer may appear to be not 
very far removed from that exhibition in 
histo 

Dr. Zo itake multiplied instances of horrible 
crimes of the hitechapel variety, some 
of them committed by the Roman Emper- 
ors, some ta the resent century. In all 
of them he observed one element plainly 
marked—sexuail perversion. Medica! anthor 
ity, he — as not been accustomed to re- 
gard men Hke Jack, the Ripper, insane. He 
— 4 — the strange Texas murders of two 
ear and suggested that the mys- 
erious o Toxna and Jack are one and 
the same. He may 2 his operations in 
some other city before long, he declared. 
Te nine London crimes are certainly not his 
first; show too much 
practice. barbarous element is 
resent reater or less degree 
n every one of us. It is well known that 
criminals frequently haunt the places where 
their deeds are discussed, so it is entirely 
within the bounds of possibility that the 
W hitechapel murderer is now present in this 


room. 

Dr. Irwin, who was in London when some of 
the murders occurred, declared bis belief that 
as civilization advanced and men found that 
simple, painless killing was an insufficient 
punishment for murder, there would bea re- 
turn to the old idea of inflicting some meas- 
ure of torture.

The percentage of contract grade on Becem- 
ber lof wheat at thirteen principal markets 
was 58, againet 69 for same time one year ago, 
according to the Cincinnati Price Current. At 
four Northwestern markets the percentage 
was 55, against 71 last year; at 
interior winter wheat pointe it was 42 against 
74; at three Eastern markets it was 70, against 
64. The total stock at all these points was 
83,835,000 bu, of which 19,696 was No. 2; last 
year for same time the total was 38,265,000 bu, 
with 26,472,000 No.2.——Minneapolis receipts of 
wheat to-day were 237 cars.——Receipts of 
wheat at country points in the Northwest are 
reported to have fallen off nearly 50 per cent 
this week. Farmers have taken advantage of 
the exceptionally fine weather tbat has pre- 
vailed to rush their grafn into market, and but 
little is now supposed to be held back.-——The 
cars arriving nere loaded with corn are 
filled to their §atmost capacity. They 
all exceed the average (600 bu to the car) used 
by the Exchange in compiling receipts.

Some portion of it seems to be di- 
gested and appropriated almost immediately, 
and many who now fancy they need aicoholic 
stimulants when exhausted by fatigue will find 
in this simple draught an equivalent that will 
be avundantly satisfying and far more endur- 
ing In its eeffcts. 
„There is many an ignorant, overworked 
woman who fancies that she could not keep 
up without her beer; she mistakes its mo- 
mentary exhilaration for strength, and applies 
the whip instead of nourishment to ber poor, 
exhausted frame. Any honest, intelligent 
physician will tell her that there is more real 
strength and nourishment in a slice of bread 
than in a quart of beer, but if she loves 
stimutants it would be avery useless piece 
of information.

HOW THE CHINESE ECONOMIZE, 


A Nation That Believes in Looking After 
Small Things. 


From the North China Herald. 

The Chinese are pre-eminentiy economical, 
whether it be in limiting the number of wants, 
in preventing waste, or in adjusting forces in 
such a manner as to make a little represent a 
great deal. The universal alet consists of 
rice, beans, millet, garden vegetables and 
fish, witn a little meat on high festivals. 
Wholesome food in abundance maybe sup- 
plied at less than a penny a day 


for each adult, and even in famine 
times thousands of persons have been 
kept alive for months on about a halfpenny a 
day each. This implies the existence ofa 
high degree of culinary skillin the Chinese; 
their modes of preparing fond are thorough 
and various. here is no waste; everything 
is made te do as much duty as possible. 
W hat is left is the veriest trifle. The physical 
conditi n of the Chinese dog or cat, who has to 
live on the leavings of the family, show this; 
they are clearly kept on starvation allow- 
ances. The OCbinese are not extremely fas- 
tidjous in regard to food; all is fish 
that comesto their net, and most things 
come there sooner or later. In the 
North the horse, the mule, the donkey 
are in universal use, and in some districts the 
camel also does duty. It must be understood 
that the practice is to eatalithese animals as 
soon as they expire, whether the cause of 
death be accident, old aue or disease. This is 
done as a matter of course, and the fact that 
the animal has died of an epidemic malady 
does not alter its ultimate destination. Cer- 
tain disturbanves ot the human organization 
due to eating diseased meat, are 
recognized among the people; but 
considered better to eat the meat 
cheapness of which is certain, an run 
the risk of the consequences, which are 
not quite certain, than to buy dear meat even 
with the assurance of noevil results. Indeed, 
the meat of animals which have died of ordi- 
nary ailments is rather dearer than that of 
those who have died in an epidemic such as 
2 Another example ot care - 
ul, calculation economy is the construction of 
the cooking pots and llers, the bottoms of 
which are as thin as possible that the contents 
may boil all the sooner, for fuel is scarce and 
dear, and consists generally of nothing but the 
stalks and roots of the crops, which make a 
rapid blase and disappear. The business of 
gathering fuelis committed to children, for 
one who can do pothing else can at least pick 
up straws and leaves and weeds. In autumn 
and winter a vast army of fuel gutherers 
spread over the land. Boys ascend trees and 
beat them with clubs to shake off the leaves; 
the very straws get no time to show which 
way the wind blows before they are annexed 
by some enterprising collector. Similarly 
professional manure collectors swarm over 
all the roads of the country. Chinese women 
carry this minute economy into their dress; 
nothing comes amiss to them; it it is not 
used in one place it isin another where it ap- 
pears a thing of beauty. Foreiuvn residents 
who gve their cast-off clothes away to Chinese 
may be assured that the career of usefulness 
of these rments is at last about to com- 
mence. Chinese wheelbarrows squeak for the 
want of afew drops of oil, but to people who 
have no nerves the squeak is cheaper than the 
oil. Similarly, dirt is cheaper than hot water, 
and so, as a rule, the people do not wash; 
the motto ‘‘Cheaper Than Dirt, 
the soap dealer pats 
dows, could not 
ible to the Chinese.. To them the average 
oreigners are mere soap-wasters. Scarce 
any t ol can be got ready made; it is so muc 
cheaper to buy the partsand put them to- 
aether for yourself, and as almost — 2 
takes this view, ready-made tools are not to be 
ot. Two rooms are dimiy 2 witha single 
amp deftiy placed in a hole in the dividing 
wall. Chinese, in fact, seem to be capable 
of doing almost anything by means of al- 
most nothing. They wil 1 you an fron 
foundry on a minute scale of completeness in 
a buck yard, and will make ia an hour a cook- 
ing range, of strong and perfect draft, out of 
a pile of mud bricks, lasting indefinitély, 
operating perfectly and costing nothing. The

Court opened at 10 
o’clock this morning 
it was generally un- 
derstood thatthe jury 
in the ease of Henry 
©. Grote, tried for 
murder in the second 
degree, had agreed 
upon a verdict. The 
case was given to them 
atSo’clock yesterday 
afternoon and they immediately went to a res- 
taurant and had dinner. Then they retired to 
deliberate on a verdict. After being out all 
night they finally arrived at a conclusion 
about d o’clock this morning. Just after 
court had deen callea to order Judge 
Normile cailed Deputy Sheriff Watson and 
told him to bring in the jury. They filed into 
court and took seats in the jury chairs. When 
asked if they had agreed upon a verdict the 
reply of the foreman was in the ammative. The 
Court was about to call for the verdict when 
it was suggested that neither the defendant 
nor his attorney were present. Grote was 
called but did not respond to his name. Five 
minutes later Charles FP. Johnson, his at- 
torney, walked into court and Grote 
Was only a few seconds later 
in arriving. Then the verdict 
was read. Itfoundthe defendant not guilty 
ot murder in the second degree, but guilty of 
manslaughter in the fourth degree, and as- 
sessed his punishment at two years in the pen- 


itentiary. 

While the verdict was being read, Grote re- 
mained perfectly calm. His eyes were a little 
red and watery and he snuffied a little, as 
though from a cold, but all these are natural 
to bim and Indicate nothing. His face re- 
tained its usual colorand the verdict produced 
no really visible effect on him. Soon after 
its reading his attorney turned and 
spoke to Grote, smiling slightly. The 
jury was discharged and Mr. Johnson gave 
notice that he would filea motion for anew 
trial. Grote was then let go on his present 
bond. 

GROTE TALKS. 

Before leaving the court-room he was asked 
how the verdict suited. 

it was a surprise to me, he said, 
or, after hearing the testimony, I 
really looked for an acguittal. 
i am speaking candidly when 
leay this. In fact, I did not see bow the jury 
could fall to ult me. Expecting such a 
verdict, the one I received was, of course, not 
very satisfactory. What will be done in the 
case ldo not know. Gov. Johnson has just 
told me to return to work and earn my little 
salary.’’ 

GOV. JOHNSON NOT SURPRISED. 

Mr. Johnson remarked: ‘‘I am not all sur- 
prised at the verdict. It pleases me und is as 
good as we bad any reason to expect. It was 
& dangerous case, There was nothing on 
which to insanity un the 
Gefense and there was po ground for 
self-defense, for Mre.Symons, Grote's mother- 
in-law, admitted that when be killed Behrens 
the latter had not made a move toward him. 
The case all the elements of mur- 

and there was no legal justifica 
for the killing. Of course, this 
man had 7 Grote to the 
deed, but he had done it all by words and the 
law does not recognize worde as justification 
for murder. It recognizes biows alone. Even 
where aman kille the seducer of his wife or 
Gaughter the law makes no excuse for him, but 
ries‘ invariably acquit in such cases on 
nsanity or some other ground. I think that 
the law should be changed so as to make acts 
of this kind justification for murder. In thie 
case of Grote the only possibie ground of de- 
Tense was that which we adopted, 
accidental shooting. It was such 
a fimey defense, however, that 
no one could be made tobelieve it, and the 
defense was made simply to give the jury a 
loop-hole through which to letthe defendant 
escape. No one would believe that Grote 
discharged that pistol accidentally and kilied 
the man. From the time found that 
Grote had admitted to a reporter that ne pad 
taken that revoiver forthe purpose of intim. 
dating his cousin, I hoped for no better ver- 
dict than manslaughter and that is what I 
endeavored to secure. I have given notice 
that I will fle a motion foranew trial, but I 
do not think any effort will be made to set 
aside this verdict. It suits me, and I think it 
will satisfy Grote’s family.’’ 
THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY TALKS. 

Otrouſt Attorney Clover and Mr. Bishop, his 
assistant, were well pleased withthe verdict.

The Behrens family are sald to be opposed 
to the prosecution of Grote, and an effort 
will probably be made to secure bis pardon 
by having them recommwnd the application.

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Motion for a New Trial by the Missouri Pact- 
fie’s Attorneys Overruled—A Case of ‘‘Ma.- 
Holous Prosecation’’ Growing Out of the 
Strike on the Gould Railroad System— 


Other Judgments—Logal Notes. 


The big strike on the Gould Southwest sys- 
tem was recalled this morning in the case of 
John J. MoGarry against the Missouri Pacific 


Railway, before Judge Barclay, Attorneys O. 
. and J. D. Johnson for the 


plaintiff being gratified with 11 
ruling. in tavor ot their client. 
A jury. with W. J. Gilbert as foreman, in Jan- 
uary last found for McGarry in the sum of 
$1,500, the ‘‘exemplary damages being 
$500. Judge Barclay this morna- 
ing overruled the motion for A 
new trial and in arrest, and confirmed the 
judgment named. McGarry sued for $10,000 
damages, his grievance being that 
on June 14, 1886, the defendant 


lodged information against bim in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, charging him with 
having on March 25, 1886, conspired with one 
Henry Allen and others for the purpose of 
running an engine of the defendant into the 
pit ot the turn-table in the railroad shops, and 
with hatching a conspiracy to destroy certain 
other property of the railroad. he case 
against MoGarry was, however, dismissed by 
the prosecuting attorney in September, 1886; 
but be complained that by reason of the ar- 
rest he was discharged from employment 
that paid him §2.75 a day; that he remained 
without work for about a month, and was 
altogether greatly injured in reputation by the 
unpleasant experience. 

Judge Barclay in overruling the motion for 
a new trial and in confirming the jury's ver- 
dict, says: ‘‘The chief point urged for 
1 new trial is that the verdict 
is against the weight of evideuce 
on the issue of probable cause for the prose 
cution. The evidence showed that plaintiff 
had taken an active part in certain 
violent demonstrations against the 
Washington accommodation train on 
the defendant’s rullroad on the 12th of March, 
1886, during the strike then in_ progress. If 
the prosecution had been insti- 
tuted on a proper charge referring 
0 his actions on that occasion 
tue Court would have declared asa matter of 
law that there was abundant cause for the 
prosecution. But the charge which defendant 
actually made against the plaintiff was entirely 
different, and the evidence of the plaintiff's 
acts on the occasion just mentioned was only 
admissibie in the resent case as 
showing plaintiff's ostility to the 
defendant and defendant’s knowledge 
thereof as bearing on defendant’s good faith 
in ——— the charge actually made 
against plaintiff thereafter. The prosecution 
was on a charge of conspiracy to run an engine 
into the turntable pit in defendant’s shops on 
March 25, 1886, ani of unlawfully assembling 
with others to earry out that design. 
As to this charge, there was undoubted 
evidence of want of probable cause in making 
it, though there was also evidence supporting 
defendant’s claim that it was made in 
ood faith and with probable cause. 

he issue on this point was 
submitted to the jary, under instructions cor- 
rectly stating the law on the subject, and the 
court does not regard the finding as against 
the weight of the evidence in view 
of the nature of the charge made in 
the criminal proceedings. A party may be in 
fact guilty of a particular offense, but that 
fact does not furnish probable cause for his 
prosecution on a charge of committin 
another and different offense at another an 
different time. (86 Mo. 42; 4 Taunt. 516; 6 Pick. 

98.)’’

HE bonnets (taken as a 
whole) of the earlier 
part of Queen Victoria's 
reign may be classified 
as essentially unpict™ 
uresque, following the 
conventional lines of 
that period in which 
the entire costume 
lacks artistic beauty. 
We can trace this un- 
picturesqueness gener- 
ally in the architecture 
and art of the present 
reign up to the time 
when the esthetic 
movement began; this, with all ite exaggera-. 
tion, has brought mucb beauty to our homes 
and—may we add?—to our heads also. A re- 
vival is now beginning of those beautiful lines 


and shapes glorted in by Sir Joshua Reynolds 
and his contemporaries, which have not seen 
the light in our century. About the beginning 
of our Queen's reign we find that slavish imi- 
tation of Parisian fashions first adopted which 
has so stunted ideality and originality in our 
English millinery artists. This may be attrib- 
uted to one of two causes. 

1. The reaction, from licentiousness of the 
previous reigns, showed itself in the costumes 
ofthe new period, and taken in conjunction 
with the sobriety of our Queen's taste, ex- 
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tinguished all power of originating beautiful 
headgear. 

2. The brilliant society of Paris was being 
led, and its fashion moulded, by the beautiful 
Duchesse d’Orleans, and after her, by the ex- 
quisitely tasteful Empress Eugenie; and it is 
in the fashion periodical of this date, 1837, that 
we find the Paris letter’’ laying down its 
dictum as to what was and what was not to be 
worn. In La Belle Assemblee of 1839, a lady, 
writing from Paris, says ‘‘the shapes 
are decidedly not pretty, but small; 


1844. 
they set off the face and form a round instead 


of being close at the sides;’’ and yet, in 
spite of this frank confession of .. the 
open shape was nerally adopted. O’est la 
mode wasas rigidalaw fifty years ago as it 
was up toashort time since. Now, thanks to 

msthetic movement which is 2 

and nourishing an independence of idea, bot 
in beauty of form and of color, we are ventur- 
ing to revive the old pictu ue 6b ofthe 
last century, in spite of what may be called ie 
mode in Paris. A glance at the yi ry bey 
illustrations will give our readers a clear idea 
of the great sameness of style, and the want of 
ideality is painfully apparent. 
At no period of history were heads so 
entirely disguised as they were in what was 
Called the ‘‘poke’’ bonnet. It was not con- 
sidered the proper thing for any part of the 
file to be seen; in an old novel it is men- 
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1861. 
and the bonnets were worn very far back on 
the head, leaving the face much exposed. In 
1856 asmali re-action in the direction of mod- 
esty again took place. Curtains again became 
very large and bonnets were worn more for- 
ward. From 188 to 1862 bonnets did not 
change much, only grew higher in frunt; and 
large hats were worn, and small hats also 


} came lato fashion. The hair was worn much 


more offthe face. This change was princi- 


pally due to the mode adopted by the Princess 


‘of Wales. But in 1865 we find a radical change 
took place. Curta:ns were finally done away 
with, the hair was more prominent and bon- 
nets like half handkerchiefs in shape were 
worn. Hats were round, flat and simple; and 
from 1867 to 1868 bonnets grew smaller and 
beautifully less, until the climax was reached 
in 1871-2, when the giri of the period made her 
wf ag eet a whose head appeared all hair, 
with hardly any bonnet to be seen, and pretty 
beads were as effectually disguised as 
year of grace 1837. 

And now we reach the period which we may 
not maptiy term the revival of good taste.. 
Artin every form began to make its appear- 
ance and soon abolished the hideous and ec- 
centric head-gear which was worn. ress 
was treated as a fine art, and many of the old 


u the

beautiful forms began to be revived. But 
unfortunately, owing to the exaggeration o 
some of the pioneers, this movement was 
much retarded in its progress, and its dene 
ficial influence is only now being widely feit- 
for the extreme of ugliness has attained it; 
climax within the last five years, when towers 
ing masses of feathers and flowers reached up 
towards the beavens. The last two years 
milliners have been trying to bring in the old 
forms; but they have many difficulties to 
contend with, for it is not the milliner who 
makes the mode. Sbe only stands as a mid- 
dle-man between her idea and the public; but 
the taste of the latter unfortunately rul-« her, 
and she is cramped by the iron law of nece sity

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The modistes of Paris produced their goods, 
and then the fashion was set by the taste of 
the chief ladies of the country, to whom vari- 
ous things were sent for selection; formerly 
the Empress Eugenie, now the leaders of the 
beau monde. hatever was thus started was 
then written off to England, and there fol- 
lowed most unquestioningly; for our Queen at 
no period of her reign ever took any interest 
in the fashions. Hence, what Paris thought 
and what Paris wore, formulated itself into an 
almost iron law, from which we are only now 
beginning to release ourselves. The essential 


difference between the mass of French women 
and the mass of English women consists in 
the fact that French women will only wear 
what is becoming to them, whilst English 
women, as a rule, wear what is worn. 

To colfter well, a term of which the Parisians 
are very proud, does not only mean that your 
bonnet looks very well; it bas a fuller mean- 
ing, it implies that comfortable grip 
on the head that is so necessary to a

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these days of imitations, and that is the rush 
for cheap goods. It is am absolute impossi- 
bility to copy a really beautiful piece of work, 
be itu bonnet, a picture ora house, except in 
the same material; and here is one constant 
ground of contention between buyer and 
seller. The former often desires exactly the 
same effect sometimes at less than halt the

price, while the seller, alas, knows that cheap 
materials cannot roduce the desired re- 
semblance. A good wild French proverb says: 
„Pour faire une omeletts il faut des bons 
oeuls,’’ and this might well be applied to 
bonnets. If people would be content with 
— yet simple nnets they could always 

ave them cheap; but, alas! no, they must 
— Se insiston cheap imitations of Parisian 
oods. 

To turn to the practical side of the question, 
bome-made bonnets can be made both pret- 


tily and cheaply if people will be content to 
follow their own ideas and not make bad 
copies. A little fresh tulle with a bouquet of 
flowers always looks well; or a simple straw 
shape, with a bunch of spring flowers and nar- 
row black velvet strings, is also in thoroughly 
wood taste. But when the amateur tries to ur- 
range a towering mass of feathers andgowers 
she comes to signal grief. All qua les of 
ne require an artist's hand to arrange 
them. be great point for an amateur to aim 
at le simplicity. Overloading is as much the 
fault of the amateur milliner in material as of 
the amateur painter in color. Tue putting on 
of the strings and placing them at the right 
angle is usually the stumbling-block to the un- 
skilled worker. And here we may give a prac- 
tical hint that the great int is, not to get 
the stringstco far back. Place them as near 
the widest part of the head as possible, with. 
out cutting it too short. This is a difficult 
matter to arrange well, dut a little careful at 
tention wiil soon show the worker how to do 
it. The chief aim should be to get beauty of 
outline; neither to have the bonnets shroud- 
ing all the beauty ofthe bead, as in the early 
part of Queen Victoria’s reign, nor flying off 
at an acute angie. Letus revive, w'thout ex- 
aggeration, the old beautiful forms which be- 
long to us, and let us borrow from the French 
that thoroughness of work, that fundamental 
knowledge, which has so long given them 
prestige in England. With such a combina- 
tion of form and work, the future of our head- 
gear should furnish a more picturesque his- 
tory than that of our immediate past.

IN A POT OF TEA. 


THE HISTORY OF A MUCH-LOVED Bxv. 
ERAGE. 


The Different Kinds Where It las Grown and 
the Fine Grades—Effects That the Use 
Produces—What the Teapot Should Be 
Like and the Way to Make Tea. 


From the New York Times. 

It is commonly believed that tea was first 
taken to Engiand from Holland by Lords 
Ossery and Arlington in 1665. Ite use soon be- 
came fashionable among the wealthy, who, 
while it was sold for 0 a pound, alone could 
indulge in the luxury. The Dutch and English 
East India Companies both claim the honor of 
its earliest importation, the propability deing 
in favor of the Dutch, though it has been 
asserted that a few pounds were imported 
into England direct from China as a present 
to the King as early as the year 1664, 

When first brought into Europe and offered 
for sale as a beverage it met the most violent 
opposition, and, curiously enough, on the 
part of those usually best informed. A learned 
Frenchman at once launched a torpedo against 
what he termed ‘‘the impertinent novelty of 
the age. In Germany tea dealers were 
looked down upon as immoral and dangerous 
persons. An eminent English physician wrote 
thatthe pretended virtues of tea were set 
forth merely to advance the trale. In Hol- 
land in 1670 it was ridicuied as ‘‘hay water.’’ 

It is a we.l-known fact that there are in the 
tea trade men who, endowed by nature with a 
sensitive and refined taste, are able to esti- 
mate the qualities of tea with the same degree 
of minuteness at all times. They are called 
„tea tasters,’ and purchasers of large 
amounts rely upon their judgment tn entering 
upon contracts. One of the most skillful of 
this craft said the other day thet twenty 
years ago, when he first went into the tea 
trade, all the tea arriving in this country 
came from China alone, while at the present 
day there are five great tea-producing coun- 
tries. Next after China is Japan, then For- 
mosa, India and Ceylon. 

Wherever tea is found it is produced from 
one kind of plant only. Thea sinensis la the 
tea plant proper, and while in one place it 
produces black tea and in another green tea, 
and is called Thea bohea and Thea viridis in 
consequence, itis virtually the same plant, 
and in certain districts the Thea viridis is 
grown for the production of black tea. The 
qualities of teas vary with the time of picking 
and with the manipulation. 

The earliest pickings are made from the 
buds or young leaves during the month of 
April. The leaves at this timeare thin and 
pliable and can be closely rolled, retaining a 
larger proportion ofthe juices as well as the 
green color and delicate flavor. This tea is 
difficult to prepare so as to retain its color, 
and be kept in perfect condition. It is 
seldom transported in large quanti- 
ties by sea, but is usually carried on the backs 
of camels or horses to Irkutsk, in Siberia, 
and thence to European Russia. This isthe 


celebrated caravan tea. While in Irkutak 
the writer saw large quantities of tea of vuri- 
ous qualities in the Custom-house there, much 
of it being the caravan importation, and was 
informed that better tex could be bought in 
that townthan in St. Petersburg or Pekin, 
though the wealthy Chinese take a very large 
part of the best teas grown. The pickings are 
continued through April and ay, but the 
leaf, besides being harder, contains more 
tannin, sometimes to the extent of masking 
the flavor of the tea when made. The older 
leaf bas deeper color and more body, but a 
less delicate flavor. 

After gathering the leavee they require first 
to be dried, then manipulated to render them 
supple enough for rolling. Afterward they 
are treated to preserve the color if intended 
for green tea, or are allowed to ferment if to 
be black tea. The leaves are placed in pans, 
which are kept at the proper temperature 
overafireof charcoal or straw entirely free 
from sinoke. The color of green tea is main- 
tained by drying the leaves so rapidiy that 
there is not time for fermentation to develop. 
During the process of heating and manipu- 
lating green tea ig often treated with Prussian 
blue mixed with gypsum and indigo, though 
this custom is less in vogue now than 
formerly with the best green teas. The 
Russians, in making tea, first pour over the 
leaves a little hot water to wash off the color. 
Black tea is made by submitting the leaves to 
atmospheric action for a sufficient period to 
superinduce fermentation. Sometimes inferior 
— of tea are flavored by placing the 
eaves during the process of manufacture with 
aromutic flowers. The flavors are delicate and 
agreeable, but do not affect the chemical or 
dietetic value of the tea. Dr. Hassall of Lon- 
don, in the course of an inquiry by a commit- 
tee of the House of Commons into the aduiter- 
ation of foods, said: ‘‘Whether food, drink 
or drugs, my opinion is that adulteration pre- 
vails, and many of the substances employed 
in the adulterating process are not only Injuri- 
ous to bealth, but even poisonous. The 
microscope was the effective instrument of 
the work of detection. Coffee was found to 
be adulterated with chicory, and the chicory 
itself adulterated with all sorts of compounds. 
There is no falling back upon tea or choco- 
late, for they seem rather worse used than 
coffee. Tea is adulterated not only here, but 
in China, while as to chocolate the processes 
employed in corrupting the manufacture are 
described as ‘diabolical.’’’ There are in- 
ferior teas that are still more deteriorated by 
adulteration in China. The dust from the 
leaves is mixed with clay and formed into the 
shape of u leaf, and sold, with an unwitting 
concession to truth, as lie tea. 80, too 
leaves that have been used are rerolied and 
resold, not only here, but in China. 
Tea stems are picked with the leaves in all 
undue proportion and leaves of other plants 
are sometimes mixed with the genuine leaves, 
thus deteriorating the entire gathering. In 
the Planters’ Price Current, published ju Lon- 
don, it was once stated thatin one sample of 
tea ware fv. und the following substances: Iron, 
pinmossa. chalk, china clay, sand, prussian 

lue, tumeric, indigo, starch, gypsum, cate- 
cha, gum, the leaves of the cameliiix, sarau- 
gua, chioranthus, officinalis, em. oak, wil- 
low, poplar, elder, beech, hawthorn and sloe. 

Tea may be divided Into three eneral 
classes—green, black and scented—and these 
are again subdivided according to the size of 
the leaf after its manipulation, the division 
veing effected by sifting. Ot green tea there 
is a gun- powder, which is in small rouned pel- 
lets, and imperial, which is larger. When the 
roll is long itis called hyson and when long 
aud narrow it is 82 hyson. Ot biack teas 
there are tne Moning and Kaison, Oongou, 
Souchong, Oolong, Orange Pekoe, Canton, 
Foo-Choo and Caper, plain and scented. There 


are ulso different kinds of India teas. This f 
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the tea flowers, and is considered to have the 
most delicate flavor. Itis chiefly used to mix 
with other teas. 

In selecting tea of whatever kind a closely 
rolled leat should be chosen, having mixed 
with it the least quantity of stem. Nearly all 
genuine teas contain about the same amount 
of theine, whether they sre of low or high 
grade, and therefore as an article of diet 
cheap teas, if genuine, are as good as those of 
bigher price. People, however, who like 
tea are not so anxious to secure theine as an 
agreeable favor, so that the choice is limited 
by the means of the purchaser. Prices range 
from about 40 cents per peund for ordinary 
good grades to $10 or $12 per pound for Cara- 
Van tea. 

„Said a prominent dealer a day or two ago: 

As good tea can be grown in this country 
as anywhere else. That grown in North Uaro- 
lina is most excellent, and so, too, is that 
from California. It can never, however, 
be made to compete with that from the 
Orient as an industry, in consequence of the 
hizh price of labor bere. While farm hands 
inthig country receive 50 cents per day, in 
China they get but 2. so that the necessary 
mantpul tion of the leaves costs practically 
nothing.“ 

Congbu and Ool ng of fine grades are worth 
atoutScents per pound more this year than 
last, owing to the shert importations of the 
best qualities. The demand elsewhere is nv w 
greater than usual, and some fine teas have 
already been exported. ‘‘Strictly speaking,’’ 
said a well-known tea broker, ten is ve 
much like tobacco lu some respects. Thoug 
much is grown, very little of itis strictly 
choice, and the very best is exceedingly difi- 
cult to obtain.’’ 

In the early days it took five or six months 
to bring tea from China by sailing vessels. 
Then the fast clipper ships shortened the time 
and raced home, anxious for the honor 
of tue most rapid passage. The Pacific 
Rallrouds again lessened the time 
of transit and enjoyed for a long 
time almost a monopoly of the tea trade, clip- 
per shipsand steamers delivering their car- 
woes in San Francisco. But now, since the 
opening of the Suez Canal, steamers can bring 
their cargoes of tea direct from the Eastern 

ports to the New York docks within sixty days. 

rom Japan by ateawer and rail, via San Fran- 
cisco und Portland, the time is about thirty 
days, and by the Suez Canal nearly sixty days. 
The advantage of the direct route is that the 
cargo arrives without handling and is in about 
the same condition on arriving as on leaving 
the East, The export duty from China is about 
4 cents per pound and trom Japan 1 cent, The 
rate of ireight varies from Ii cents tes cents 
per pound both by way of the canal and the 
railroads. The competition between the rail- 
rouds and the direct steamers has not lowered 
the price of the commodity, for the very sim- 
pie reason thatthe railroad and steamship 
companies have combined, or rather con- 
spired, to keep up the cost of transportation. 

While such extraordinary efforts are being 
made to get the new tea nere as soon as poss! 
bie, it is true that the Chinese do not drink it 
until it bas been picked and cured at least a 
year. There is a so-cailed ‘‘medicinal tea“ 
sold in China at avery high price, which is 
said to be abouttwenty-five years oid. lt is 
very difficult to obtain, and is only used in 
cases of fever or kindred diseases. It is notice- 
able, also, that while the Chinese and Kus- 
sians make a very weak infusion, Englisb and 
American drinkers prefer theirs strong. 

The tea taster pr pares his sample infusions 
from a very small quantity, about equal in 
weight to a 5-cent silver piece, in each in- 
stance. The water is required to be freshly 
drawn from the tap, and must be absoluteiy 
boiling when the tea is made. Of this about 
four fluid ounces are poured upon the leaves 
inathinchinacup. ‘bis is ailowed to draw 
for about five minutes only, and in teating the 
tea is not swallowed, as the incessant intro- 
duction of such quantities into the system 
would be injurious. The mouth is rinsed with 
the tea and then ejected. In iormer times ex- 
perts tested tea by chewing the leaves and 
esiimating its vaine by its puckering 
tendency. This method was exceedingly hurt- 
tul and has given way to the safer and better 
test of acup of the tea as made for the table. 
Though men differ in their methods they all 
test chiefly 4 the sense of smell, and an ex- 
pert can tell by the odor whether a tea Is light 
or full bodied. They often differ as to the 
relative values of teas, and there is where the 
greater profitis made by the more expert or 
the one who knows best his customers’ tastes. 
Some tea-tasters are so sensitive while in the 
act of comparison that, though at other times 
given to the use of tobacco, the least whiff of 
cigar smoke through an open window would 
confuse their judgment, while others continue 
to smoke all the time they are testing. 

Nearly all large dealers employ brokers, 
who are experts, to buy forthem. There are, 
however, among the urocers men who think 
they know the whole Dusiness, and imagine 
they are equally good judges of tea, herring, 
cheese, tobacco, and the various kinds of 
wines. Ines are they, said an experiencd 
broker, who get very much fooled. How 
could one man presume to know it all when 
I, who have been an expert tea taster for over 
twenty years, would only trust my exclusive 
judgment in two or three Kinds of tea? I 
know what my customers like, and endeaver 
to please them at the lowest possible price.. 

There is no tea exchange in New York City, 
but tea is often sold at auction and sometimes 
at variance witb the prices put upon it by sol- 
disant experts. There is now no tariff on tea. 
Once there was a tax of 25 cents in gold, which 
was subsequently reduced to 15 cents per 

ound and finally the entire tax was removed. 

‘here would seem to be no really good reason 
for the removal of the duty on tea as longas a 
tariff ie maintained on other commodities. 
There is no home industry to protect, and as 
no family expends $100 a year for tea, the tax 
would scarcely be feit. It was a tex, too, very 
easily collected. In the Custom-house the 
welgh masters open only about one package in 
fifteen, and that is ouly in order to establish 
the tare on the Whale invoice. 

Though the same ‘‘ English Breekfast Tea“ 
is applied to teas of a certain flavor the name 
is not used in the trade. Some dealers, know- 
ing that the English people like Congou and 
Souchong, which are bluck or fermented teas, 

ave to them the name of ‘* English Breakfast 
Jen,“ and as such they arestill known in 
this country. It is desirable for the house- 
keeper to know the weight of an equal bulk of 
tea of the various kinds, and to her the fol- 
lowing table will recommend itself. It is 
based upon the weight ot an ordinary caddy 
spoonful of each: 


BLACK TEAS. 
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Though not a nutrient, tea is nevertheless a 
very valuable article diet, as it causes the 
assimilation and transformation of other 
foods. It is therefore not only absurd, but 
really injurious, by promoting irritability of 
the stomach, to take tea before eating. It is 
particularly beneficial when taken after meals 
to those who have overeaten by has'ening the 
process of assimilation. The ase of tea pro- 
duces a sense of ease in respiration and of 
general comfort. That it tends to promote 
respiration has made it a favorite beverage in 
cold climates, and the Indians of the North- 
west Territory, who receive large quantities of 
it from the Hudson's Bay Co. in ” 
for furs and labor, ruin their 
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headache. It is claimed that it increases 


muscular activity and the ease of making ex- 
ertion, but greater exhaustion follows if 
yielded to. It removes dryness of the skin 
and mouth as weil as induces perspiration, 
making one warm in cold weather and cool In 
summer. Dr. Edward Smith of London has 
classified the perceptible effects of full doses 
of tea as follows: 

1. A sense of wakefulness. 

2. Clearness of mind and activity of thought 
and imagination. 

8. Increased disposition to make muscular 
exertion. 

4. Reaction, with asense of exhaustion in 
the morning following the preceding efforts 
and in proportion to them. 

Now, having reviewed the culture, manipu- 
lation, the fmportation, and the effects of tea, 
it remuins to see how it should be prepared 
forthe table. It is universally admitted tnat 
boiling water should be employed, but the 
length of time it be allowed to ‘‘draw,’’ as it 
is called, depends upon wietherthe drinker 

refers the delicate aroma or the full body. 
can be fully extracted from 
scented tea in two minutes, but 
at least five minutes is required to 
bring out the aromatic oilof the tea leaf. Dur- 
ing this processthe infusion should be kept 
just below the boiling point, but not be al- 
lowed to reach it, Fine young leaves should 
be infused longer than older leaves, as in the 
former the amount of theine extracted is thus 
increased, while in the latter case the tunnin 
would predominate and injure the flavor, 
thouch at the same time producing body. 

The teapot should be of earthen or silver 
ware, as br ttania or white metal injures the 
infusion. Freshy boiled water is the best. 
Tea made with water that has boiled baif an 
hour would be valued by an expert at 
from 1 to 8 cents per pound ſess than if made 
with that freshly boiled. Water sometimes 
apparently boils, but if the leaves do not sink 
entirely in the pot that is a proof positive that 
the water did net boil when poured upon the 
tea leaves. Under such circumstances an ex- 
pert would advise you to send the pot back at 
once if you desire a good cup of tea. The 
water used should be well mixed with air, so 
that running water or water from the tap is 
preferable to well water. The Chinese say 
„take it from a running stream; that from 
hill-springs is the best,river water is the next, 
and weil water the worst. The same au- 
thority says: The fire must be lively and 
clear, but the water must not be boiled too 
hastily. At first it begins to sparkle like 
crabs’ eyes, then somewhat like fishes’ eyes, 
and lastly it boils up like pearls innumerable, 
springing and waving about. 

The importations into the United States and 
Canada last year were about 43. 000, 000 pounds 
of Japan tea. From China there came about 
13,000, 000 unds of reen teas, 8,000,000 
pounds Oolong and 6,000,000 Congon, or so- 
called English Breakfast tea. Formosa sent 
12,000,000 pounds and India 3,500,000 pounds, 
which came by the _— of England. he Im- 
portations this year will be about the same as 
last year. Great Britain, though ee 
only about balfthe population of the Unite 
States, consumes about three times 
the amount of tea that is used 
in this country. In England they do 
not care for Japan teas, and prefer India 
teas, while in this country India tea is not 
liked and Japan tea is very popular. Twenty 
years ago no Japan tea came to this country, 
and now one-balf of the entire importation 
comes from there. 

There is one fact worth considering in this 
matter, which is that thougb the price of the 
best ordinary teas has gone down from N and 
over per pound to from about 60 cents and $1, 
the price of this delicious r in the lead - 
ing hotels and restaurants ie still 26 cents per 
cup. A pound of choice Oolong costing 60 
cents, estimating the weight of —— spoon- 
ful at 39 grains, as per the table, would there- 
fore make about 100 cups, and so sell for $25. 
Is there any justice in this? 
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Solemn Doings by Gypsies. 


From the London Daily News. 

A strange solemnity was held at Buda Pesth 
last week in connection with the unveiling of 
a monument erected in the Metropolitan 
Cemtery to the memory of a celebrated gypsy 


musiciam, Lajos Berkes, who died last year. 
The monument, which is a bandsome marble 
obelisk, was the gift of the Hungarian National 
Casino Club, and manyof the magnates who 
are members contributed largely tothe cost. 
The ceremony of unveiling was conducted in 
a singular yet impressive way. An actor of 
the People’s Theater delivered with much 
pathos a speech extolling the many merits of 
the dead eypsy, who was commonly known 
as Zigeuner Primas or Gypsy Primate. 
Four undred Zigeuners surrounded the 
obelisk and played on their violins various 
compositions of their great master in pres- 
ence of a vast concourse of oclit.zens 
and a numerous contingent of the 
Hungarian aristocracy. At the close of 
the ceremony the 400 gypsies threw 
themselves on the wround at the foot of the 
monument and broke out into mournful wall 
ing, many of them reciting the favorite songs 
oftheir idol. Subsequently they visited the 
grave of Racxy Pall another great Ziguener 
musician, where they prostrated themselves, 
shed copious tears over the wreaths of flow- 
ers on the tombstone and Kissing the earth 
around it. They then played several melo- 
dies composed by RKaczy Pall, after 
which going back to the obelisk, they 
danced around it, and then went through 
various wild antics. On returning to town 
they held a banquet, at which they drank till 
a late hour on the pete, | day to the mem 
ory of the deceased and to his eternal welfare 
in the Zigeuner Paradise. The son of the de- 
ceased Primate has succeeded to the control of 
his father’s band. It was he who, during the 
recent visit of the Prince of Wales to Gorgeny, 
in Transylvania, was engaged with his must 
cians by Crown Prince Rudolph to entertain 
his Imperial Highness’ guests.

Year by year the supply of 


hard woods, capable of taking a high polish, 
has diminished, especially since the change 


of fashion, which has pronounced 


in favor of a glossy instead of a 


shiny finish. 


CHANGE IN FASHION. 

“Ten or fifteen years ago the rush was all for 
the shiny woods, such as rosewood and ma- 
hoPany, neither of which were grown in this 
country, and the supply is practically unlim- 
ited in amount, the only question being one of 
cost. But with the advent of black walnut 
the call for the West Indian and foreign woods 
greatly diminished, and to-day, although 
the population of the country has 
increased and its wealth has grown in 
even a greater proportion, there is less de- 
mand forthe Southern woods than there was 
ten years ago. For a time the black walnut 
and oak forests supplied the demand, 
but latterly they have run short, 
and as no system of forest culture 
has been followed, at the present rate a 


very few years will witness the destruction of 


all the hardwood trees suitable for use in fur- 
niture and interior decoration. Asa furniture 
manufacturer I have watched the market 


* on saw that something must be done, 


As an instance of the rise in hardwood, I can 


mention the fact that I agreed to tear down an 
old stone house and level the lot for tne tim- 


ber contained inthe joists and beams. The 
house was built nearly one hundred years ago 
and the heavy woodwork was all black walnut 
and oak, which at that time were no more 
costly than any other woods. I seldom made 
a better bargain, although the expense of 
removing the useless materials was very 
large. 
WOODS OF THE PACIFIC 8LOPE. 

“When such a condition of affairs prevails it 
is time for an alert business man to look about 
him, and Llaccordingly turned my attention 
to the Pacific slope, the only part of the coun- 
try where anything like virgin forests are still 
to be found. After a short examination of the 
woods of Oregon and Northern California I 
was perfectly astounded at the want of enter- 
prise manifested by our artfurnishers in ig- 
noring such a wealth of ornamental wood. 
After a careful examination I feel justified in 
saying that, whether for use in their natural 
state or for staining, the Eastern forests at 
their best could not for an instant 
be compared with the woods grown 
west of the Cascades and Sierras. The former 
have one advantage, a slight a ae 
hardness, but in every other respect the 
are far inferior. Take the black walnut, an 
compare it with the manzanita, which tis 
found in every wood and thicket from Santa 
Barbara to the British line. The latter can be 
dull-finished, or olished as brightly as 
mahogany, satin finished and has a great 
variety of shading, dependent upon the age of 
the tree. It runs from _— t yellow toa 
deep red that is almost black, and the hue 
of the same piece can be af ay 
modified by the degree of polish applied. No 
unprejudiced observer can doubt the superi- 
ority ot the California wood, and yet it is al- 
most unknown east of the mountains, and 
wooded lands in Oregon command a lower 
price than arable fields. 

THE BEDWOOD FORESTS. 

“The great redwood forests are of far greater 
importance. This wood is for many purposes 
the best in the world. It takes either a high 
or a low polish, and presents, like the man- 
ganita, many varieties of shading, al- 
though the range is nqt so great as in 
the latter wood. Hut no logs in the world are 
so easily reduced to lumber as the redwood. 
Both the trees and the grain are nearly in- 
variably absolutely straight, and while very 
hard, split like cheese. Such «a thing as a 
knot or a twirl in the wood Is almost Unknown 
and the wood is as durable as the bast biack 
walnut. For art furniture, flooring or watn- 
scoting rooms it is the cheapest and 
the best known. The only 8 ‘to’ fit

by hot-air furnaces, it is 


where I chanced to stop, bricks 
were selling at 10 cents apiece, and 
from 5to7 cents was the regular price all 
through thatsection. This compels the use 
of wood asa building material, and all new 
settlements are towns of frame houses. Of 
course the lipbility to fire is extreme, and the 
aggregate annual loss immense. This is be- 
cause pine is used. Redwood lumber, on the 
other hand, is — more inflammable 
than brick. Ofcourse it will burn when ex- 
posed to extreme heat, but even then it sel- 
dom flames, and in a fire originating 
within aredwood house the building mate- 
rial slowly chars, but cannot properly be said 
to burn. Asan instance of the desirability of 
this wood asa building material, I may men- 


tion that nine houses out of ten in San Fran- 
cisco are built of redwood and that since the 
abandonment of pine not one great conflagra- 
tion has occurred. A city built of Eastern 
wood could not last a year. 

„A company has been formed, with 
ample capitai, which will under- 
take the task of supplying redwood 
lumber to allthe d&trict near the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. Already many thousand 
acres of timber lands have been secured, and 
mills are now in the process of erection. We 
do not intend to confine ourselves to new 
towns, but to extend our field eastward, and 
within a yearortwo you may expect to see 
fine residences, built of the California woods, 
in the heart of our Eastern cities.’’
